ance of It. K. Wilcox, plant pathol- 
ogist of the United States l>ej>urt- 
nient of Agriculture, located in the

a careful study and experimenting 
in the control of the various diseases 
attacking .small fruits, particularly 
raspberries. The'past summer he vis- 
ited several small fruit farms in

Red Silage Harmless 


'Hie loss of 
some dairy 
cattle 


ascribed to a red mould found iu the 
silase. was recently reported to the 
Ohio Experiment Station for investi- 
gation. Station authorities in labor- 
atory and actual feeding tests' find 
^lle red mould harmless. 


This red mould..which grows read- 


ily on silage has been Ijoimd to l>e 
one of the normal silgae ferments. 
However, the botanists say, other 
moulds or bacteria which may. tender 
the silage poisonous, niny be present 
in the silage, cither in the presence 
or absence of the red mould.
